Overcome by Mob In Pitched 


Battle and Lynching Ensues. 


Pensacola, Fla., July 30.—Three men 
dead and a score wounded, some prob ­ 
ab ly fatally, is the record of an at­ 
tem pt last night b y a mob to storm 
the county jail and take out a negro, 
Leander 
Shaw, 
who had 
assaulted 
Mrs. Lillian Davis, near here. 
The mob numb ered prob ab ly a thou­ 
sand persons and gathered early, b ut 
there was no apparent indication that 
the crowd, which completely surround­ 
ed the jail, contemplated making a 
rush until nearly two hours later. The 
first indication was when a railroad 
iron was b rought into play b y ab out 
a dozen men upon the iron gate of the 
jail yard. 
The sheriff, with a dozen 
deputies, stood in windows upstairs 
with drawn revolvers and riot rifles. 
The sheriff pleaded with the mob , at 
the same time telling them he would, 
defend the prisoner at the cost of ev­ 
ery life present. 
His words had no effect, and the 
moment the first b low was struck on 
the gate, a volley of shots flashed 
from the upper windows of the jail. 
This was answered 
b y the crowd, 
which poured volley after volley into 
the jail windows, wounding two depu­ 
ties. 
The mob w*as momentarily driv­ 
en b ack with many w'ounded and one 
dead, as a result of the deadly aim 
of the sheriff 
his deputies. 
At midnight the mob , which had in 
the 
meantime, 
b een 
reinforced 
b y 
many residents of the surrounding 
country, made another attack upon 
the jail.

The Mo nro e d o ctrine 
w’o n’t be o bserved by fo reign natio ns 
with su fficient strength to d isregard it, 
when o nce it beco mes their interest to 
d isregard It. u nless we have a navy 
su fficient to m ak e o u r assertio n o f the 
d o ctrine good. 
The Mo nro e d o ctrine 
u nback ed by a navy is an empty bo ast, 
and there exist bu t few mo re co n­ 
temptible characters, ind ivid u al o r na­ 
tio nal, than the man o r natio n wTho 
bo asts and when the 
bo ast Is chal­ 
lenged fails to mak e go o d . 


Big Navy Eest Fcr Peace. 
“If we have a co ast d efense navy 
o nly, we had better at o nce tu rn o ver 
the Panam a canal ter so me stro nger 
and braver natio n, which wo u ld no t 
limit itself merely to a co ast d efense 
navy and co u ld pro tect it. 
If we 
sho u ld limit o u rselves merely to a 
navy that wo u ld co nfine u s to d efensive 
w ar—w ar certain in the end to be u n­ 
su ccessfu l—it wo u ld be well at o nce to 
give u p Hawaii, to give u p Po rto Rico , 
to give u p Alask a and to say that we 
had no mo re interest in Cu ba than the 
ano ther natio n; tha t it sho u ld pu t u p smallest o u tsid e po wers, 
with a go o d d eal in the way o f m is­ 
co nd u ct o n the part o f o thers befo re 
go ing to war. 
Bu t when this natio n 
d o es have to go to w ar su ch w ar will 
o nly be excu sable if the natio n in­ 
tend s to ham m er its o ppo nent u ntil 
tha t o ppo nent qu its fighting. 


Wants a Foot Loose Navy. 
“ For the protection of our coast we 
need fortifications, not merely to pro 
tect the salient points of our posses 
sious, but so That the nav y can be foot 
loose. 
A y ear ago, at the time it wras 
announced that the fleet w’as to go 
abroad, there were a certain number 
of newspapers, especially in my own 
city of New York, that raised a clam­ 
orous protest against It. 
It took at 
one time the form of a mistaken proph 
ecy to the effect that the fleet would 
not be allowed to go around the w’orld, 
and one of the reasons alleged was 
that to let it go around the world 
would leav e New* York defenseless In 
the ev ent of war. 
“ The theory ev idently was that the 
fleet, or a portion of it, would be used 
especially to protect New York and 
other cities in the ev ent of war. 
If 
war comes at any time in the future, 
that administration under which it 
comes will Indeed be guilty of folly if 
It uses the fleet to protect any port. 
Let the port be protected by the forti­ 
fications. 
The fleet must be foot loose 
to search out and destroy the enemy ’s 
fleet. 
That is the only function that 
can justify the fleet’s ex istence, and 
that function cannot ex ist in the case 
of such a ridiculous fleet as the fleet 
would he if it were only possible to 
use it for coast defense purposes. 
“In any question of national policy, 
when statesmen, when the people be­ 
hind the political leaders, embark on 
any given policy, they build up for 
them selves a time of hum iliation and 
disaster in the future if they do not 
prepare to make that policy effective. 
‘Thore Is something to be said (from 


fo r bo astfu lness. 
It o u ght to be a 
su bject fo r serio u s co nsid eratio n be­ 
cau se 
o f the 
heavy 
respo nsibilities 
that go with it. 
“W e canno t* help playing a great 
part in the wo rld , bu t we can very 
easily help playing that part well, and 
to be a great peo ple and m ak e a great 
failu re is as u nattractive a pictu re as 
histo ry affo rd s. 
It is no t o pen to u s to 
d ecid e whether o r no t the career that 
we lead shall be impo rtant. 
It has 
go t to be im po rtant 
All we can d e­ 
cid e is as to whether o u r su ccess shall 
bo great o r o u r failu re great. 
We are 
su re to mak e either a great failu re o r 
a great su ccess. 
“I wo u ld no t pretend fo r a mo ment, 
gentlemen, to yo u o r any o ne else, 
that merely 
military 
pro ficiency o n 
land o r sea wo u ld by itself mak e this 
o r any o ther natio n great. 
First and 
fo remo st co me the d u ties within the 
gates 
o f 
o u r 
o wn 
ho u seho ld , 
and 
j 
then o u r d u ty is to strive to bring | 
abo u t a better ad m inistratio n o f ju s­ 
tice, cleaner, ju ster, mo re equ itable 
metho d s in o u r po litical, bu siness and 
so cial life, the reign o f that o rd erly 
liberty which was the first co nsid era­ 
tio n in-the mind s o f the fo u nd ers o f 
this repu blic. 


Must Keep Well Prepared. 
“Ou r d u ties at ho me are o f first im­ 
po rtance, bu t o u r d u ties abro ad are o f 
vital co nsequ ence also . 
This natio n 
may fail, no m atter ho wT well it k eeps 
itself prepared against the po ssibility 
o f d isaster fro m abro ad . 
Bu t it will 
certainly fail If we d o no t thu s k eep 
o u rselves prepared . 
We need greatly 
in the interest o f peace, in the interest 
o f tru e natio nal greatness, that the 
United States navy, with its ships, Its 
o fficers, its enlisted men, shall at every 
po int be k ept iu the highest po ssible 
co nd itio n o f efficiency and well being.” 
At the co nference that 
w*as held 
Presid ent Ro o sevelt mad e the impo r­ 
tant anno u ncement that he wished all 
of the o fficers present to su bm it their 
o wn view’s and to lay these befo re the 
co llege, no t the su m m er habitu es of 
the Institu tio n, bu t befo re the o fficers 
wffio had at his behest fo regathered 
from all sectio ns o f the eastern sea­ 
bo ard to hear these wishes of the 
presid ent perso nally expressed . 


“If we intend to claim to be a great 
natio n, then we m u st fit o u rselves so 
that we may be read y at need to mak e 
go o d 
that claim. 
T hat can o nly be 
! d o ne by bu ild ing u p and maintaining 
at the highest po int o f efficiency the 
i United States navy. 
“There is a cu rio u s co ro llary to what 
I am ju st saying. 
If we really mak e 
go o d the claim, the chances are in­ 
finitesimal that it will ever be neces­ 
sary to d o so . 
The real chance fo r 
war fo r this natio n co mes o nly if wo 
co mbine a po licy which d isregard s the 
interests o r feelings o f o thers with a 
po licy o f helplessness to ho ld o u r o wn 
if o u r right to d o 
as we w ish is chal 
lenged . 
If, o n the o ther hand , we are 
read y in very fact to hold our own, the 
chance beco mes infinitesimal that we 
will be called u po n to d o 
so. 
“Bu t, co nstitu ted as this peo ple is, 
if we d id no t have a fo reign po sses­ 
sio n, If we aband o ned the Mo nro e d o c­ 
trine, if we hand ed o ver to so me o ther 
po wer the Panam a canal, it w’o u ld still 
be necessary fo r u s to have a navy, 
and a stro ng fighting navy.
